For  some  reason  the  imported 
has  neither  the  strength  in  germination  nor  growth  of  plant  of  our  own  stock. 
This  we  have  selected  with  great  care  from  superb  stock  plants  and  we  can  recom- 
mend it  very  highly.  Our  own  growing,  White,  Crimson,  Light  Blue,  Shell  Pink, 
Light  Rose,  Dark  Blue,  and  Light  Shades  mixed,  Pkt.  10c;  Vs  oz.  20c;  14  oz.  35c;
